Although the budget is up over last 
year's about $2,350,000, there will be no 
increase in the property tax rate,

The warden said Haldeman will have 
his evenings free' 
and should have 
plenty of time to write 
Meanwhile John N Mitchell the first 
L S attorney general in I S history to 
be sentenced to prison, flew 
to 
Montgomery. Alabama today aboard a 
private jet. was met by a blue Cadillac 
and whisked away to begin serving a 30- 
month to eight-year term for his part in 
the Watergate scandal 
The 63-year-old 
Mitchell, the 25th 
person sent to jail in the scandal, entered 
the minimum security prison camp at 
Maxwell Air Force Base 
" It ’s nice to be back in Alabama " 
Mitchell said a- he hurried into the one- 
story stucco administration building of 
the prison ‘ It s a nice day in Alabama" 
Of the major Watergate figures only 
Richard Nixon himself 
who was par- 
domxl 
escaped serving some time in 
prison

because the city has seen an increase in 
revenues from sources such as construc­ 
tion permits and sales taxes (which ac­ 
count for $800,000 in income) and funding 
such as the Community Development 
Block Grant and Federai Revenue Shar­ 
ing funds recently granted 
Bob Livingston, assistant city ad­ 
ministrator, presented the council with 
$52,440 in general fund adjustments to 
the budget necessitated by the council’s 
recent actions regarding H Street im­ 
provements and a 44 per cent increase in 
employe medical insurance rates, 
among other factors 
The budget includes $86,980 for jail- 
related expenses, as well as $115,470 po­ 
lice services funding. $891,835 for street 
maintenance including city beautifica­ 
tion and road improvements, $534,205 in 
engineering funds for projects such as 
street construction, $254,645 in building 
and facilities maintenance (including in­ 
stallation of parking sheds and improve­ 
ments to the swimming pool and police 
station buildings i, $542,505 in the solid 
waste utility fund (part of which will be 
used to develop the new landfill site) and 
$141,155 in the wastewater revenue bond 
fund 
The general fund contains $2,068,480. 
the electrical utility fund. $4,042,200; 
water utility fund. $1,212,150. sewer con­ 
struction. 
$1,397,130. 
sewer 
revenue. 
$1,220,825 and $292,480 in Lompoc 
Library funding 
Also contained in the budget are 
$.368,000 
in Community 
Development 
Block Grant entitlements to be used in 
construction of a new city fire station 
and $224,230 in Federal Revenue Sharing 
funds which will go to police services 
The budget brought little comment 
from the audience before it was un­ 
animously adopted by the council 
Alberta Morgan alone asked why the 
solid waste utility fund had risen to 
$271 240 from a mere $81,665 last year 
Bob Livingston said the difference could 
be accounted for through the vehicle 
deprec iation fund started this year The 
city will set aside money each year as a 
business does in order to finance the 
replac ement of its refuse vehicles at the 
end 
of a certain period 
In addition, 
$100,000 is for the replacement of a 
bulldozer, he said 
Also included in the city's plans for the 
coming year are development of 
e ngineering plans for a new electric sub­ 
station. park improvements, construc­ 
tion of utilities using $100 000 in federal 
funding and the starting of full opera­ 
tions at the new regional wastewater 
treatment plant 
In other business, the counc il decided 
to set a meeting with the city Water 
Commission concerning a study of the 
adequacy of the water supply in the Lom­ 
poc area approved revisions to the Lom­ 
poc Subdivision ordinance as mandated 
by the state legislature, voted for sup­ 
port of the principle of good architec­ 
tural design in the city; agreed to have a 
letter of thanks sent to Supervisor 
Robert Hedlund in regard to his efforts 
to get the county to pay 60 per cent of the 
city jails operation costs, approved the 
reappointments of William Fick and 
John 1*010 to the* Planning Commission 
and Ron Saladino and Joe Johnson to the

WASHINGTON (D P I) - President 
Carter offering to ease pressure for tax 
and welfare changes, told the House 
Ways and Means Committee today he 
wants a financial boost for the ailing 
Social Security svstem this year 


Committee Chairman A1 Ullman. D- 
Ore . told Carter Congress could take 
care of some short-term Social Security 
problems this year, but cautioned it 
might take longer to heal the program 
completely 


Rep Barber Conable, R-N Y , asked 
Carter if he wanted to try for com­ 
prehensive Social Security reform this 
year 
"That is our hope," replied the Presi­ 
dent 
The 
administration 
has already 
suggested a short-term use of federal tax 
funds to help bail out Social Security, 
which provides retirement and other in­ 
come for millions of aged and disabled 
Americans 
Meeting with committee members in 
the White House Dining Room Carter 
said he realized Congress is overworked 
and that he w ill not press for passage of 
welfare and tax reforms this year 
“ I don't expect, with the problems you 
have, a welfare reform bill in 1977," he 
said "W e thought we would submit it to 
you, let the committees begin to assess 
it. and by then hopefully a lot of the 
differences that would exist may be 
ironed out " 
Regarding tax reform. Carter said he 
and Treasury Secretary Michael 
Blumenthal are already working on

Korean 'bribery operation' told 


WASHINGTON <UPI> - A former 
South Korean CIA chief told House 
Investigators today that South Korea's 
President tried to influence U S policies 
through a ‘ bribery operation" in 
Congress in the 1970s 
Kim Hyung Wok. who headed the KCIA 
from 1963 to 1969. also said in testimony 
before a House International Relations 
subcommittee that South Korean 
businessman Tongsun Park was linked to 
the conspiracy, but was not on the KCIA 
payroll during Kim's tenure 
Kim. the first witness to testify public­ 
ly on the alleged South Korean scandal, 
pinned blame for the activities directly 
on South Korean President Park Chung 
Hec He said the moves were undertaken 
because Park feared the American 
Congress would reduce U S military and 
economic commitments to Seoul's 
government after he gave himself 
dictatorial powers 
To prevent that, Kim said "M r Park 
attempted to gain leverage and influence 
through the 
Tongsun Park bribery 
operation " in Congress 
Kim ’s remarks were contained in a 29- 
page statement prepared for delivery at 
the opening of the hearing He gave no 
specific details and named no congres­ 
sional recipients of bribes 
Extra police and strict security were 


ordered to protect Kim, 52 who took 
part in a 1961 military coup that put 
President Park in power but left home in 
1973 for exile in the United States He 
reportedly has helped federal investiga­ 
tors privately for the last two years 
- 
Tongsun Park went overseas last year 
after published reports that he ran a 
multi-million dollar influence peddling 
operation on Capitol Hill — giving cash, 
lavish gifts and parties for congressmen 
His activity was said to be part of an 
even broader plan to avert any loss of 
U S aid to Korea during the Nixon and 
Ford administrations 
“President Park while establishing a 
strong dictatorial system, was apprehen­ 
sive about the United States reaction," 
Kim said "He knew that the opposition 
of the U S 
government and U S 
Congress would have great influence on 
his dictatorial actions 
"To prevent this opposition the well 
known Tongsun Park scandal was under­ 
taken " 


Kim said that "while I was director of 
the KCIA Tongsun Park was definitely 
not an employe on the payroll of the 
KCIA, but he offered me his cooperation 
I assisted him in various matters " He 
said he would explain that later 
The subcommittee chaired by Rep 
Donald Fraser D Minn 
is looking into 


nearly all US-Korean ties and Kim 
was asked to provide any knowledge he 
had about "government efforts to in­ 
fluence American public opinion through 
the use of KCIA agents and other 
means." a spokesman said 


Investigators for various congres­ 
sional panels plus the Justice Depart­ 
ment and more than half a dozen other 
agencies are seeking proof that Park was 
a KCIA agent while he was a socially 
prom inent 
exporter-im porter in 
Washington 


If that is established, it could be trou­ 
ble for congressmen who took money or 
other favors from Park It is illegal for 
House members and senators to accept 
gifts from a foreign government without 
consent of Congress 


Kim. who has been living in Alpine, 
N J . broke his silence with an interview 
published June 4 by the New York 
Times 


He was quoted as saying President 
Park was to blame for the Korean ac­ 
tivities in the United States despite 
repeated official denials from Seoul 
As for Tongsun Park. Kim said “ when 
I was director of the KCIA. he was my 
agent and I controlled Park at that 
time " 


PARIS (U P I) - Presidents Leonid 
Breznhev of the Soviet Union and Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing of France pledged to­ 
day to support detente but in an apparent 
rebuff to President Carter warned that 
there can be no detente when nations in­ 
terfere in each others’ affairs 
Brezhnev and Giscard aimed barbs at 
each other as well during their three-day 
meeting 
Signature of three final 
declarations on detente, nuclear non­ 
proliferation and French-Sovie* relations 
was delayed by last minute disagree­ 
ments over wording that would 
accommodate their conflicting view­ 
points 
Even so in their windup speeches 
Giscard pronounced the summit a suc­ 
cess and Brezhnev called it "useful and 
necessary " 
After signing the declarations, 
Brezhnev left Paris by air late this after­ 
noon for Moscow aboard an Ilyushin 62 
jetliner of the Soviet Aeroflot line 
In a significant passage in their state­ 
ment on detente the two leaders 
cautioned that initiatives for greater 
international cooperation must be made 
without any attempt to interfere in "the 
internal affairs of other states " 
They said detente “ must take into con­ 
sideration the legitimate interests and 
viewpoints of other states." 
The words appeared directed at 
Presdident Carter’s newly reasserted 
determination to use U S political might 
to support human rights everywhere 
France while urging Moscow to abide 
b\ the 1975 Helsinki agreement on 
detente ind human rights has been tak­ 
ing a much more cautious attitude than 
the United States on pinpointing the 
Soviets. 
The two leaders also pledged to put 
their weigh! behind efforts to slow the 
arms race ami the spread of nuclear ar­ 
maments and to improve friendly 
cooperation in all parts of the world 
They also called for the convening of 
the Geneva peace conference on the Mid­ 
dle East before the end ot the year with 
the participation of "all parties con­ 
cerned including the representatives of 
the Palestinian people

hikes rate 
for rubbish

A monthly refuse collection rate of 
$4 78. up from $3 31 was approved by the 
Lompoc City Council Tuesday despite 
protests of several persons in the 
audience after the council heard a report 
on spiraling collection costs 
Bob Livingston, assistant city ad­ 
ministrator, told the council the residen­ 
tial fee hike is necessary to offset higher 
equipment and supply expenses For ex­ 
ample the cost of packer trucks have 
risen from $24,000 in 1974-75 to just un­ 
der $40 000 for two demonstrator trucks 
bought by the citv earlier this year, he 
said During the >ame period, employe 
costs, including salaries insurance and 
Workmen s Compensation, have gone up 
by 32 per cent 
The service will consist of pickup 
twice weeklv except during the weeks of 
Christmas 
Thanksgiving and New 
Years to allow employes time with their 
families 
There were objections from several 
persons in the audience that the fee in­ 
crease was not justified or was not fair. 
Helen Gehrts said that on the west side 
of town where she lives “ We have to haul 
ours (trash) to the dump half the time" 
because the holidays seem to fall on their 
pickup days and so the refuse is picked 
up only once weekly 
Alberta Morgan thought a survey of 
the public should be taken by the city to 
determine if city residents would prefer 
a rate increase or a reduction in service 
to once weekly City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers said the city received many 
complaints at a public hearing last fall 
concerning a proposed once a week 
pickup 
Mary Chard said there are many peo­ 
ple in the city living alone and "four 
dollars and something is high" for them 
while Farley Becket suggested the 
charge was unequal in some cases "W e 
don't put out as much (refuse) as either 
of our neighbors," he said 
Wahlers defended the increase by say­ 
ing that in order to maintain the "high 
level" of service the city provides now 
“ we re down to the alternative that its 
going to take more money to provide that 
level of service " 
Councilwoman 
Elinor 
Lefkowitz 
reminded the audience that "there is no 
way rates can go down if costs go up” 
and that the majority of persons in con­ 
tact with the council “ have said they 
don’t care what it costs, they want (the 
same level) of service." 
Councilman Gene Stevens cautioned 
that the increase does not mean rates 
will not go up again next year " It ’s infla­ 
tion and there s nothing the city of Lom­ 
poc can do about it." he said 
The increase is effective July 1 


Lompoc doctors 
unwilling to 
serve OB pact

Establishing a local clinic for 
pregnant MediCal patients 
does not seem possible because 
Lom poc obstetricians are wary 
of contracting their services 
with the county, according to 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund 
Under the six-month con­ 
tract, doctors would treat Medi­ 
Cal OB patients in local hospital 
space leased to the county In 
turn, the county would pay the 
doctors about $150 per patient 
to supplement MediCal reim­ 
bursement from the state 
As Lompoc District Hospital 
has insisted, the county health 
department savs it has offered 
Lompoc doctors the same con­ 
tract as those accepted by four 
obstetricians in Santa Maria 
and one in Santa Barbara 


Currently, Lompoc s pregnant 
women on MediCal must travel 
to those cities for pre-natal 
care and delivery 
One local obstetrician said he 
was 
afraid 
of the contract 


Hart could not guarantee an 
extension of the contract 
beyond the first six months He 
also told local doctors that 
there was a possibility they 
would have to refund payment 
received from the county 
because the state has "expres­ 
sed concern about the legality 
of the county’s supplementing 
MediCal payments 
Hart refused to comment on 
the nature of those concerns, 
referring questions to the 
county counsel's office 
George Kading of that office 
said "To my knowledge there 
is nothing wrong with the con­ 
tract." Supervisor Hedlund said 
that the "concern" was ap­ 
parently only ‘‘rum or," a 
dead,” "illegitimate" issue 
Mow that the county has of­ 
fered to pay Lompoc doctors 
for accepting OB MediCal 
patients, it says the Lompoc 
District Hospital cannot fairly

"Even if we wanted to sub­ 
sidize the doctors — which we 
don t because why should we if 
the county pays Santa Maria 
doctors to do the same thing — 1 
don t think we could do it 
legally 


The Lompoc hospital, which 
contracts physicians, is not a

h e a lt h 
c a r e 
provider" and therefore not 
eligible to receive MediCal 
reimbursement he said 
Palmer also said it would be 
unfair for Lompoc residents to 
pay both local 'axes to subsidize 
care for local women and 
county taxes to subsidize care 
for women throughout the 
county 
Each Tuesday morning one of 
four Santa Maria doctors con­ 


ducts the county OB clinic 
there, seeing about 60 to 70 
patients each week 
Several 
weeks ago. however. 93 women 
showed up at the clinic 
The clinic receives about 20 
to 30 women from Lompoc each 
month Several of these women 
questioned recently told of the 
inconveniences of traveling and 
waiting hours to see a doctor 
But they did not say the in­ 
convenience was intolerable 
The women ranged in age 
from 16 to 22 and were 
separated or unmarried 
Sever al had other small 
children and were on welfare 
County officials say that the 
county is mandated to provide 
health care to the "indigent." 
or needy But they do not con­ 
sider persons insured under 
MediCal as indigent 
Therefore, in paying doctors 
to provide treatment for Medi­ 
Cal patients "the county is 
meeting its obligations over and 
above what is required." Super­ 
visor Hedlund said 
And in providing these ad­ 
ditional services, the county is 
under “ no geograph ical 
obligation." according to Paula 
K i m b r e l l 
in 
the county 
counsel s office "If we provide 
service in Santa Maria, that 
doesn't mean we have to 
provide it in Lompoc.” she said 
Because the OB subsidy 
program is not considered man­ 
datory. Health Director Hart

Within the next six months 
Hart said, he would review 
MediCal 
obstetrical

"We may not contract with 
anybody,” he said 
We may 
provide the services ourselves, 
with staff physicians " Hopeful­ 
ly. he told the supervisors, 
■ further renewal of the con­ 
tract would not be necessary " 
"This isn't the only area in 
the state where OB patients are 
being forced to travel several 
miles for care Our problems 
are not unique to Santa Barbara 
County,” 
Lompoc 
District 
Hospital 
A d m i n i s t r a t o r 
William Diebner said 
“ In 
providing the services in Santa 
Maria and Santa Barbara — 
though not a total solution 
the county has at least done 
something positive, not ignored 
the problem " 
As county officials explain, 
the OB MediCal problem stems 
from the high cost of malprac­ 
tice insurance and the refusal 
of the state of increase Medi­ 
Cal payments so doctors can 
cover increased costs 
The state program is not 
functioning properly 
Hart 
said 
“ And 
the c o u n t y . 
therefore, is being asked to pick 
up the slack where the state has 
tailed — in addition to the

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
author of a controversial a bill 
hiking salaries of elected 
statewide officials has scaled 
down the size of the proposed 
raises in hopes of winning Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s sup­ 
port 
Sen 
Albert Rodda, D-Sac- 
ramento, amended the measure 
(SB884» Tuesday night after the 
Senate defeated on a 16-15 vote, 
11 short of the required two- 
thirds majority, his bill which 
would have raised salaries by 
as much as $20.000 The Senate 
allowed Rodda to amend the 
measure to make it more 
modest 


Gov. Edmund G Brown Jr 
promised to veto the bill in its 
original form, and Rodda said 
his amendments, adopted on a 
voice vote, might still be too 
high for the governor 
Brown has said the pay hikes 
provided in the original bill 
were “too high and unreasona­ 
ble, especially the proposed in­ 
crease in his salarv from 
$49.100 to $65,000 
Rodda s amendments would 
leave the governor's salary at 
its present level and increase 
from $35,000 to $47.500 the 
salaries tor the lieutenant 
governor treasurer, secretary 
of state, controller and state 
superintendent of public in­ 
struction 
The pay tor the attorney 
general would be increased 
from $42,500 to $48.500 Mem­ 
bers of the state Board of 
Equalization, including chair­ 
man. would receive pav raises 
from $25.000 to $45.500 
Rodda said the measure, if 
enacted, would go into effect in 
1979 and would be the first 
s a la ry 
in crease 
for 
constitutional officers in 10 
vears.

Gov Edmund G Brown Jr 's 
administration has called for 
changes in the Assembly's bill 
to regulate construction of a 
liquefied natural gas facility in 
California 
A series of administration- 
proposed amendments to the 
measure were submitted by a 
top Brown aide to the Assembly 
Resources, Land Use and 
Energy Committee Tuesday 
just before the panel approved 
the measure on a 9-2 vote 
It was the first time the ad­ 
ministration publicly detailed 
objections to the bill backed by 
the Assembly leadership and 
carried by Assemblyman Terry 
Goggin. D-San Bernardino 
Meantime, the Senate Tues­ 
day passed a rival bill which 
would give the Public Utilities 
Commission ( PUC > sole power 
to decide where an LNG ter­ 
minal can be located in Califor­ 
nia The measure (SB1081) by 
Sen Alfred Alquist. D-San Jose, 
was sent to the Assembly on a 
23-6 vote 
Under the Goggin bill 
(AB220F the authority to 
choose the location for an LNG 
terminal would be shared by 
the state Coastal Commission 
and the PUC 
Both bills appear headed for a 
two-house conference commit­ 
tee which would hammer out a 
compromise measure 
Bill Press, director of the 
governor's Office of Planning 
and Research, told the commit­ 
tee Brown could not support the 
Goggin bill unless certain 
changes were made some time 
in the legislative process 
One major change sought by 
the administration would re­ 
quire the Coastal Commission 
and the PUC to approve an LNG 
site The Coastal Commission 
presently can approve or disap­ 
prove any site application 
Press also said the governor 
favored an amendment to allow 
the Coastal Commission to con­ 
sider Pt Conception and Ox­ 
nard onshore sites for which ap­ 
plications are currently pend­ 
ing before the Federal Power 
Commission and one offshore 
site 
Goggin last week amended 
the bill to eliminate the pos- 
sibilty of Oxnard or Los 
Angeles being chosen as a site 
Press said further considera­ 
tion of the Los Angeles site 
would be "a waste of tax­ 
payers' money " 
the committee defeated se­ 
veral 
industry-sponsored 
amendments One would have 
incorporated into the bill the 
governor's recommendations 
on sites considered by the 
Coastal Commission The other 
left the final decision on a site 
in the hands of the PUC

Expected job loss reported in 
Redwood Park expansion move 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
Three per cent of the employed 
population of Humboldt County 
Calif. — about 1.100 persons 
would lose their jobs if 
Redwood National Park is ex 
panded as the Carter ad 
ministration proposes, a con­ 
sulting firm has reported 


The firm said Tuesday at 
least 611 lumber industry jobs 
would be lost and 757 other jobs 
would be lost indirectly or in in­ 
duced unemployment 


But the report noted that the 
"timber industry of the region 
is a declining industry and 
current projections all indicate 
continuing decline, even 
without the removal of an ad 
ditional area from timber 
production ." 


"Addition of 48.000 acres of 
land, principally timberland. to 
the Redwood National Park will 
hasten the decline of the 
region's timber industry.” the 
report added 


The consultants told the 
Interior Department from 390 
to 485 direct new jobs could be 
created for the region ;n a 
needed program of land 
rehabilitation such as refore­ 
station, soil erosion control 
reduction of fire hazards and 
improvement of damaged 
streams Another source of jobs 
may be work in the expanded 
park 
“ Such a rehabililtation pro­ 
gram would provide a real op 
portunity to employ man\ of 
the unemployed, raise the value 
of the land, insure future 
timber crops, restore the 
productivity ot the land and im ­ 
prove the living environment 
the report said 


A task force of Interior, Com­ 
merce, Labor and Agriculture 
Department offioials hired the 
Greenacres Consulting Corp of 
Seattle to investigate the job 
impact of park expansion 
The report noted unemploy­ 
ment would not strike hard for 
some time because a considera­ 
ble volume of downed timber is 
on hand to keep mills and 
truckers busy for some time 
Loggers generally are laid off 
during the wet winter season in 
any event, the report added 
Loggers have opposed expan 
sion of the park in demonstra­ 
tions in both Washington and on 
the West Coast, saying the park 
is one of the most costly, least- 
used parks in the nation

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Karen Ann Quinlan near death 
A M A rejects laetrile as useless; 
Rosalynn visits gay bastion, 


use without prescription nixed

(I'P I) — Karen Ann Quinlan, 
who has lingered on in a 
hopeless coma for more than a 
year since her parents won a 
court battle on her right to die 
with "grace and dignity," may 
be near death today 


Joseph and Julia Quinlan 
maintained an all-night vigil by 
the nursing home bed of their 
23-year-old daughter Details of 
the apparent worsening of her 
condition were not disclosed in 
accordance with the family’s 
wish for privacy 
Their pastor, the Rev 
Thomas .1 Trapasso. who ac­ 
companied the parents to the 
Morris View Nursing Home 
Monday afternoon, said he ad­ 
ministered the "anointment of 
the sick." or last rites of the 
Roman Catholic church, to 
Miss Quinlan on Monday 
Trapasso said he has given 
her this sacrament several 
times throughout the long 
ordeal, including her birthday 
in March 


Paul Armstrong, the family 
attorney, said. "She is as she 
has been since April 15. 1975 
Her present difficulties stem 
from and are presently consist­ 
ent with this malady ” 


Trapasso added "The family 
has agonized with this situation 
for two years What they want 
most is privacy and the 
privilege of being a family by 
themselves 
The case of Karen Ann 
Quinlan, who slipped into a 
coma after taking a mixture of 
alcohol and drugs, became the 
subject of an international con­ 
troversy when her parents 
petitioned the courts to allow 
her to die with "grace and 
dignity ’’ 


Doctors told Joseph and Julia 
Quinlan their adopted daughter 
had suffered irreversible brain 
damage 
The Quinlans asked that doc­ 
tors be allowed without fear of 
prosecution to remove Karen 
from the respirator that kept 
her breathing 


However, doctors and law­ 
yers testified that from a 
medical and legal standpoint 
she was not dead because her 
brain activity had not ceased 


On March 31, 1976. New 
Jersey Supreme Court Chief 
Justice Richard J 
Hughes 
ruled that Miss Quinlan could 
be allowed to die 


Hughes said that the respira­ 
tor could be removed after the 
Quinlans consulted with doctors 
and a hospital’s "ethics com­ 
mittee." and a finding was 
made that there was "no 
reasonable 
possibility" 
of 
Karen recovering from her 
coma. 
Doctors succeeded in wean­ 
ing her from the respirator at 
St Clare’s Hospital and on June 
9. 1976 she was moved to the 
nursing home 


Morris County Sherrif's offic­ 
ers have been standing guard 
outside her first-floor private 
room since she was transferred 
to the red-brick facility 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) 
American Medical Association 
members, condemning laetrile 
as worthless, have rejected a 
call by some doctors to make 
the apricot-pit extract available 
without prescription 
The action came Tuesday at 
the AMA’s annual convention 
where the 249-member House of 
Delegates approved a state­ 
ment reaffirming its previously 
stated belief that laetrile is 
useless in the treatment of 
cancer 
"It is the position of the AMA 
that laetrile is a substance 
which has no proven value as a 
drug for the treatment of 
cancer." the statement said 
Some doctors wanted the ad­ 
dition of a statement which said 
cancer sufferers should be able 
to buy laetrile without restric­ 
tion in states where it has been 
legalized by state legislatures 
"Put it up on the shelf with 
the vitamins and all the rest," 
Dr 
Xavier O 
Barrios, San 
Francisco, said "We have let 


this thing get blown all out of 
proportion Let it die a natural 
death.” 
Dr 
F.W 
Dowda, Atlanta, 
said, such a move "is the only 
way to take the profit motive 
out of this stuff ” 
However, such sentiments 
were defeatedly largely by 
arguments that laetrile — es­ 
pecially in oral form — can be 
toxic 
Opponents said a young girl 
died in New York recently after 
taking laetrile obtained by her 
father in Mexico with a court 
order 
When taken orally, laetrile 
can be broken down by stomach 
bacteria into components in­ 
cluding cyanide, they said 
Injected they added, it has lit­ 
tle biological effect 
AMA delegates also approved 
a resolution calling the with­ 
drawal of the Red Cross from a 
national program of storing and 
providing blood was "unfor­ 
tunate" and urged reconsidera­ 
tion 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
Rosalynn Carter, visiting a bas­ 
tion of gay activists, declared 
Tuesday that homosexuals 
should be free of harassment 


But the First Lady declined to 
say if she would permit her 
nine-year-old daughter Amy to 
be taught by a gay teacher 


During the second day of her 
western tour, which will take 
her to Honolulu late today, Mrs 
Carter first tried to skirt 
reporters’ questions about her 
views on homosexuality Then 
she replied quietly, "I don’t 
think they should be harassed " 


Asked if she would object if 
her daughter were taught by a 
gay teacher, she said. " I think 
Jimmy answered that question 
very well 
He said he had 
enough problems to worry 
about without having to take on 
another one " 
Later, in an unusual foreign 


policy statement by a first lady, 
Mrs 
Carter said the United 
States is concerned about an 
arms buildup in Latin America 
and suggested action by the 
United Nations or the Organiza­ 
tion of American States might 
be needed to avert a "possible 
war " 


Mrs 
Carter, making her 
first speech about her recent 
seven-nation Latin American 
trip, described Ecuador and 
Peru — both governed by 
m ilitary regimes — as a 
"troubled area " 


She said neighboring nations 
were building up their arma­ 
ments although leaders private­ 
ly wished they instead could be 
developing their industries and 
schools 


Mrs Carter also said it was 
her personal opinion that the 
United States should change its 
current exclusion of Venezuela 


and Ecuador from tariff prefer­ 
ences given to developing 
countries 


Both nations have been ex­ 
cluded from the trade benefits 
because they are members of 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, she noted, 
even though they did not par­ 
ticipate in the 1973 oil embargo 
Earlier in the day. Mrs 
Carter and 20 other members of 
the President’s Commission on 
Mental Health spent nearly 
eight hours listening to com­ 
plaints about treatment of men­

Feeding the birds and ani­ 
mals here is not so simple a 
task as tossing them buckets 
full of fish 
Special diets, vitamins and 
supplements all compound the 
feeding program which starts 
at 2 a m 
and continues 
throughout the day. 
Flamingoes, for example, 
must be fed a special supple­ 
ment to help them retain their 
pink color. 
Certain types of grazing fish 
must be given a manmade 
material (something like plas­ 
ter of paris) to substitute for 
the coral they nibble on in their 
native habitat 
Fish must be cut into bite­ 
sized pieces for many of the 
park s residents. Some will eat 
only heads, others only tails. It 
is a complex job to sort out who 
gets what 
Only the finest quality fish is 
led to the animals and it is 
closely monitored for freshness 
and quality. The animals, ac- 
customed to quality, have 
become so finicky they’ll quick­ 
ly reject something that's not 
quite right 
If the animals were fed poor 
food, Cornell explains, "they 
not only wouldn't look good, 
they wouldn't feel good and 
they wouldn t perform 
They 
wouldn’t even be good for 
research ’’ 
The park spends a half 
million dollars a year on 
purchasing food from a variety 
of sources, including local 
fishermen 
A 21-foot whale can eat more 
than 200 pounds a day 
And 
many fish eat tenths-of-a-gram 
a day 
The California sea otter is 
probably the most expensive of 
all to feed on the basis of size, 
Cornell said The otter requires 
clams shrimp, crabs squid and 
other mollusks, and eats up to 
40 per cent of its body weight 
daily 
The whole idea of good nutri­ 
tion is preventive medicine 
“We want to stop something 
before it happens,” Cornell 
said 
“We re far better off than 
trying to cure the problem after 
it occurs ” 
All the animals in the park 
are given physical examina­ 
tions two or three times a year 
but the attendants become so 
intimately involved with the 
animals in their care they can 
often determine a developing 
problem 
by the an im al’s 
behavior

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Family farm philosophy 
draws strict battle line 


FRESNO, Calif (U P I) - The 
question of whether the family 
farm is still feasible for modern 
agriculture has drawn strict 
battle lines between large lan­ 
downers and those who want to 
be farmers 
On the one hand, strict en­ 
forcement of the 1902 Recla­ 
mation Act would mean the 
breakup of the vast holdings 
and profitable operations of 
many of the huge corporate 
farms in California 's fertile San 
Joaquin Valley which produce a 
goodly portion of the nation s 
food supply 
On the other side of the pic­ 
ture are the individuals who 
want to operate a family type 
farm, growing crops to meet 
their own needs and enough ex­ 
tra to turn a profit 
The large corporate farm 
organizations and individuals 
who hold vast amounts of 
farmland contend the law was 
passed in another era and that 
agricultural concepts have 
changed dramatically since 
Congress passed the law which 
limits to 160 acres the amount 
of land one farmer may own if 
he receives irrigation water 
from a federal water project 
On the other hand, the in­ 
dividuals who want to keep 
American agriculture on a 
family basis, want the large 
farms broken up into small 
family-size operations 
Federal courts recently up­ 
held the 160-acre limitation 
The 1902 law allows another 160 
acres for each member of the 
farmer's immediate family but 
the court rulings ordering the 
U S Bureau of Reclamation to 
draw up rules for enforcing the 
75-year-old law have caused a 
great amount of turmoil among 
the corporate farmers 
Ralph Brody, manager of the 
600.000-acre Westlands Water 
District on the west side of the 
valley, says it is economically 
impossible to earn a living on a 
small farm in these modern 
times 
The vast landholders in the 
Westlands agree with him. say­ 
ing that by farming several 
thousand acres, they can afford 
to use the costly machinery 
necessary and can grow a 
variety of crops in large enough 
quantities to make a profit 
For years after the federal 
government 
began 
building 
water projects which provided 
the water to turn what once was 
barren desert-like land into the 
fertile farming region known as 
Westlands. 
large 
corporate 
farmers got around the 160-acre 
limitation by selling off their 
excess lands and then leasing 
them 
b ack 
from 
the 
purchasers 
In another farming area in 
the valley, the rich Tulare Lake 
area along the Kings River 
watershed, which at 11 million 
acres is nearly twice as large as 
Westlands, the landowners felt 
they weren't bound by the 160- 
acre rule They felt that since 
they were repaying with in-

terest the cost of storing water 
behind Pine Flat Dam, which 
the Bureau of Reclamation 
built in 1954. they would not be 
bound by the 160-acre rule 
Not so, said a federal court 
last April and the ruling sent 
the land owners in the area into 
a tizzy. 
The California Water Re­ 
sources Association, long an op­ 
ponent of the 160-acre limita­ 
tion, said the ruling would 
cause “ severe dislocation of 
agriculture in the Tulare Lake 
area because it would be impos­ 
sible to operate at a profit nn 
160 acres.” 
The controversy over the 160- 
acre limitation has come to 
light only in the past few years 
and most of it was started by 
the National Land for People, a 
land reform group headquar­ 
tered here 
Briefly put, N LP wants the 
land returned to the people as 
many of the people as possible 
In 1976 N LP got a federal 
court ruling ordering the 
Bureau of Reclamation to begin 
strict enforcement of the 1902 
Reclamation Act, including the 
160-acre limitation 
N LP also pushed for rein 
statement of a rule originally in 
the 1902 legislation but amend­ 
ed out in 1926, which would 
require farm owners to live 
w ithin 50 m iles of their 
farmland They also wanted the 
leaseback practices in the 
Westlands halted 
Once the corporate farm 
operators realized N LP was a 
serious threat to the large farm 
concept, they formed the West- 


side Farmers' Association in an 
attempt to counteract N L P ’s 
actions 
The association began an in­ 
tensive campaign against the 
160-acre limitation, saying “ it 
would be impossible to survive 
economically on a small farm 
under current agricultural me­ 
thods ” 
The association pointed to 
this year’s severe drought 
problems, saying large corpo 
rate farming operations could 
survive a series of dry years 
because they could afford to 
leave much of their land idle 
and still produce enough crops 
to make a profit or at least 
break even 
The association said small 
family fanners would be wiped 
out bv a drought because they 
couldn t afford the high water 
prices and there would not be 
enough water for them to grow 
sufficient crops to stay finan­ 
cially solvent 
The situation remains un 
resolved, with the Bureau of 
Reclamation working on court 
ordered rules to govern the sale 
of excess land, that land over 
160 acres per family member 
While the the rules are being 
drawn up both sides continue to 
argue the merits and demerits 
of the 160-acre limitation

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The saga of adoptee Norman Hill 
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Norman Hill 
— 
he finds his family after 61 years

(N E A ) — " I was realh 
stunned,” said Anna Mathis 
T was really too numb to 
believe it.” 
After searching for so 
long 
I really didn t believe 
it.” added Norman Hickman 


” 1 had been leery of the 
situation — I really wasn’t 
that convinced until 1 got 
here ” he continued ‘ Then 1 
knew they were my family 
After 61 years, Anna Hill 
Mathis and Norman < Hill > 
Hickman — sister and brother 
— were reunited after a 
lifetime of separation 
The 
reunion took place recently at 
the home of Mrs 
Mathis’ 
daughter and son-in-law here 
The reunion brought to an 
end more than three decades 
of searching by Hickman for 
members of his real family, a 
family that was separated by 
adoption proceedings back in 
1915 
Tragedy had struck the 
family of Henry A Hill back 
m 1915, when H ill’s wife. 
Margaret, died, leaving him 
with six children to raise 
Living on a farm outside 
Seneca, Mo 
Hill soon found 
that his eldest daughter, An­ 
na, then 16, simply couldn t 
take care of five younger 
brothers Walt, then 14 Bert, 
7, Kenneth. 4 Norman. 2; and 
Ralph only six weeks 
“It was too much for me to 
raise 
all 
f iv e b o y s, ” 
remembered Anna 
We had 
to move to town because my 
father couldn’t make a living 
on the farm ” 
Nevertheless, she related, 
they managed to keep the 
family together for almost 
two years, until her father had 
to go to Oklahoma to find 
work m the oil fields It was 
then that he decided to take 
the three youngest boys — 
Kenneth, then 6 
Norman 
then 4, and Ralph, 2; to an 
orphanage operated by the 
N’azarene Church in Ft Scott, 
Kan 
Anna and the two oldest 
boys were now on their own. 
living with other relatives 
near Sen eca, 
work in g 
“ anywhere I could find work ' 
she recalled 
On his fourth birthday, Oct 
22, 1917. Norman Hill met his 
new' 
parents 
James and 
Mosie Ellen Hickman, of 
Alva Okla The Hickmans had 
come to Missouri to attend a 
family reunion, heard about 
the three children and after 
seeing them at the orphanage 
in Ft Scott, decided to adopt 
Norman 
“ I didn't have a whole lot of 
recollection of my real family 
at that age,” Norman recently 


recalled “ 1 didn t remember 
who my family was 
but 1 
knew 1 had a sister and Bert - 
but 1 called her sister.’ not 
Anna, and 1 didn't know who 


Bert' was 
The years passed, and each 
of the family members went 
their separate ways, although 
Anna and the three older boys 
maintained 
some contact 
Kenneth ended up in Oregon 
where he still resides 
while Anna. Walt, and Bert 
came to California Ralph, un­ 
known to the rest of his fami­ 
ly. had died of diphtheria 
when he was 10 
‘‘I made no attempt to 
locate Norman or Ralph,” 
Mrs Mathis recalled, “ I felt 
they were probably better off 
than 1 was 1 tried to forget as 
quick as I could — but I didn t 
forget, of course ” 
Norman's “ new 
parents 
didn’t hide the fact that he 
was adopted from him, “ but 
they didn’t encourage me to 
find my real parents” either, 
he related They also told him 
his real name was Hill, after 
schoolmates had taunted him 
for being adopted 
Following the death of his 
adoptive mother in 1948. Nor 
man received the official 
decree of adoption, which 
t ra c ed 
his 
adoption 
proceedings back to the long- 
closed orphanage in Kansas 
He then set about trying to 
find out what had happened to 
hts real family. 
Letters and advertisements 
were placed in newspapers in 
Oklahoma and Kansas 
and 
attempts were made to get 
birth certificates from those 
states, all to no avail No one 
had ever heard of a Norman 
Hill, born Oct 22. 1913 
Correspondence over the 
next decade filled a notebook 
with all answers — if any — 
coming back negative 


Following the death of Nor 
man’s first wife m 1959. he 
married his present wife, 
Marcella 
And she took up 
where his first wife left off 
writing to surviving members 
of the Hickman family, 
traveling to the communities 
he remembered, even going 
door to-door on occasion seek­ 
ing information ‘ We never 
got the right clue,” she said 
But. finally, that clue came 
I had written a letter to 
Norman s adopted sister last 
Christmas, told her about the 
whole search 
and how 
terribly important it was for 
Norman to find his real 
family,’ she related 
She wrote back 
with a 
detailed accounting of names 
and events in the Hickman 
iamtly’s history Among those 
events was a family reunion in

questing the postmaster to 
give the letter to someone who 
had lived in the area since 
that time 
The postmaster did just that 
- even giving the letter to a 
family named Hill, although 
that family was not related to 
Norman's real family 
And then fate, coincidence 
— or call it Providence, if you 
will — stepped in. 
“ This family went to the 
same church that Norman s 
real cousin went to.” recalled 
Mrs Hickman 
They asked 
her if she remembered a 
Henry A Hill (Norman’s real 
father). She said no. but read 
the letter anyway 
“ When she read the letter, 
she knew instantly that they 
were her cousins — Norman, 
Kenneth, and Ralph 
The cousin wrote back im­ 
mediately, giving the name of 
Norman’s older brothers and 
his older sister, Anna, and 
stating 
that 
she 
lived 
“ somewhere 
in California 
near Mojave ” She also gave 
the name and address of 


another cousin in California 
who she thought would know 
where Anna lived 
In short o rd e r 
Mrs 
Hickman got a letter off to the 
other cousin in California who 
indeed did know where Anna 
Mathis lived — next door to 
her daughter in Lancaster 
Shortly before Easter, the 
phone rang at the Hickman 
home in Modesto On the other 
end of the line from Lancaster 
was Anna Hill Mathis After 
61 years, Norman Hickman’s 
search for his real family was 
almost over 
Several days 
later the Hickmans drove to 
Lancaster to make the reu­ 
nion w ith his older sister com­ 
plete.

One of the daily routines at the 
Tribun«' as at many businesses in town, 
is for someone to trudge down to the Post 
Office each day to pick up the mail 


The majority of the letters the 
editorial department receives every day 
are from people who have some sort of 
news for us The majority of those with 
news for us, by far, are the various 
state, federal and local government units 
and agencies 


In an effort to find out how much 
government mail the Tribune receives 
we decided to keep track for one month 
From Apr ti to May 5 the Tribune receiv­ 
ed 453 letters, packages, post-cards, 
books, magazine's, pamphlets and other 
m a ila b le s 
from 
our 
v a rio u s 
governments. 


The mail came from 86 different agen- 
cies and units which tends to lend weight 
to ihe statements by President Carter 
and others that our government is get­ 
ting a little spread out 


Of those 86, the state of Minnesota led 
the way with 39 different offices or agen­ 
cies sending us their valuable informa­ 
tion There were 30 federal units and 17 
local units represented in our mailbag 


The Minnesota House of Represen­ 
tatives was the runaway leader in the 
mailbox derby. Over the one-month span 
they sent the Tribune 52 letters. 


The University of Minnesota in the

Finishing strong were the U S Senate 
with 19, the Minnesota Senate with 17. 
the U S House with 15, U S Army, the 
Navy, General Services Administration 
and the U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
10 each 


Topping the frequency list locally were 
Hibbing Community College with nine. 
District 701 (Hibbing schools) seven, the 
St. Louis County Health Department 
with six and the St 
Louis County 
Heritage and Arts Center and the Hib­ 
bing Public Library with four each 


Hardly anyone will deny that one of the 
functions of government is to keep the 
people informed of its doings through the 
press The purpose of our survey was to 
find out, however, whether there might 
be too much of a good thing 


If every piece of mail sent to us cost 
the government 13 cents then the total 
cost to Uncle Sam would be $58 89 Since 
a good percentage of the mail was larger 
manila envelopes or booklets that cost 
more to send, then $60 per month would 
not be too far off for an average 
That means that it costs about $720 per 
year to keep us informed Multiply that 
by the 25 daily newspapers in the state 
and you get $18,000 per year And then 
there are about 130 television and radio 
stations And there are about 350 weekly 
newspapers in the state 


But perhaps that’s pretty cheap, by 
government standards, for letting us 
know what’s up 


That is, providing that they had 
something to say that was worthwhile 
Most of the mail did have some per­ 
tinence, however remote, to our area 
Some of the mail did not 


The Congressional Joint Economic 
Committee wrote to say that “ multi­ 
lateral development banks should assist 
the developing countries adjustment to 
higher energy costs by financing pro­ 
jects to exploit domestic energy 


resources and to create efficient export

Finally, Rep 
Bud Shuster of Penn 
sylvania sent us an 11-page letter just to 
say that he opposes the Youth ( amp 
Safety Act now before Congress 
In the midst of this epic piece of 
reasoning, Shuster took time out to 
philosophize. 
It seems, too. thaf we in 
the Congress have a duty to the 
American people not to squander their 
money It’s money that was hard earned, 
and it ought to be well-spent

Rummaging in the 
Patent Office attic

WASHINGTON - (N EA ) - 
Americans have been inven­ 
ting things since, well, since 
they invented America In two 
centuries more than four 
million federal patents have 
been issued for individual or 
collective genius for Morse's 
t e le g r a p h, 
for 
B e l l ’s 
telephone, for Edison’s in­ 
candescent lamp, for Fallek s 
grapefruit shield 
Fallek's grapefruit shield’’ 
Joseph Fallek was responsi­ 
ble for that one, patent 
number 1,661 036, issued in 
February of 1927 The inven­ 
tion was designed to be at­ 
tached to the fruit, as a kind of 
mud flap, where it was 
guaranteed to protect the 
eater from a squirt in the eye 
Ah. yes, whatever would we 
do without it? 
And what also would we do 
without the chewing gum 
locket0 It was patented m 
1889 
number 395,515 
The 
creator described it as an ob­ 
ject for holding used gum 
with safety, cleanliness and 
convenience 
Thus secured, 
around the neck, the gum was 
handy for rechewing and also 
hidden 
from the hands of 
persons to whom it doesn t 
belong “ 
L/uite obviously, not all of 
Am erica s 
four 
m illion 
pat ent s 
have 
become 
household 
favorites 
Inven­ 
tors. like songwriters, give 
birth to fewer hits than mis­ 
ses Lonely is the genius who 
labors in his workshop for the 
progress of man. lonelier still 
is he who succeeds merely in 
finding a solution which is 
worse than the problem 


Take Thomas Best, for ex 
ample Early this century he 
was struck by the fact that 
some people had sunken 
cheeks and therefore looked to 
him 
emaciated 
So he in­ 
vented a 
cheek expanding 
pad * two of which were to be 
used as falsies for the mouth 
Unfortunately, 
they 
made 
wearers look like they really 
were sick, with mumps they 
bombed 
Then there was the classic 
fire escape invention of 1879 
It was in actuality a small 
parachute which could be 
buckled to a fire victim's head 
so that he “ may safely jump 
out of the window of a burning 
building ” There is no record 
of whether it was ever tried, 
if it was, no survivor has come 
to public attention 


Incidentally, fire escape in­ 
ventions have been frequent 
One man marketed a device in 
the 1920s which he called a co­ 
coon the wearer would get in 
it, blow it up like an innertube 
and allegedly hit the ground 


wth a bounce. Also there is 
patent number 323.416 a pair 
of elastic suspenders that may 
also be used as a fire-escape 
rope 
Very often, according to the 
U S Patent Office, inventions 
have m e re ly 
been 
im* 
provemenfcs- on other inven­ 
tions 
Such 
as 
P hi l l i p 
Anthony’s patented privy of 
1886 Not content with just a 
hut over a hole, inventor 
Anthony created a privy on 
wheels —■ it rolled over the 
hole when in use and then 
rolled away to facilitate clean 
up 
Of course that privy could 
also be outfitted with an “ im­ 
provement in privy seats' 
which was patented in 1869 To 
eliminate discomfort and to 
increase mobility, the seat in­ 
ventor attached rollers to his 
sit-downer 
The 
patent 
application said the rollers 
were a security and con­ 
v e n i e n c e 
and 
would 
“ precipitate the user on to the 
floor ” 


Convenience 
It’s a word 
that appears again and again 
on U S patent descriptions It 
was obviously what the inven­ 
tor of the “ male bicycle seat 
had in mind when he hollowed 
out the padding for con 
vemence of the genitals. It 
was also what J C Boyle con­ 
sidered when in 1896 he in­ 
vented a fully automatic, self- 
tipping derby 


But necessity, not con­ 
venience is more often the 
mother of invention And so. 
in ¡898 someone invented an 
electrical bedbug exter­ 
minator In 1905 Emmie and 
Emily Thayer devised a 
no 
hands ' makeup mirror which 
was hooked to one s ears And, 
in 1907, Ignatius Soares 
created an ominous con­ 
trivance to be worn for 
reshaping noses 
Not all of the inventions of 
necessity have been so 
frivolous Last century an un­ 
dertaker 
named 
Almon 
Strowger found that the cen­ 
tral telephone operator was 
tipping his c o m p e t ito r 
whenever the party lines 
reported a community death 
To fix that operator, and to 
save his business. Strowger 
invented the direct dialing 
system 


And yet for every invention 
that has filled a need, there 
have been many others that 
haven't Balloons powered by 
eagles 
Shoulder braces to 
keep students from slouching 
at their desks In 1882 a man 
invented an alarm clock 
which, at the appointed hour, 
dropped a large frame of 
wooden blocks to beat on the 
unfortunate sleepyhead

UPI) — No m atter what else you have heard about him 
George Steinbrenner is perfectly human and has the same feelings as anybody 
else 
He has been portrayed in some quarters as a completely coldblooded dispas 
sionate autocrat which he certainly is not At least I've never found him that 
way and none of the Yankee players I’ve ever talked to have either 
Being the way he is. a statement Dock Ellis had made before the Yankees 
traded him to the A s in April had an uncommon effect on him 
Ellis said that Steinbrenner, the Yankees’ principal owner 
liked the 
spotlight a lot and wanted to take the credit when the team won 
I think he 
should stay Up in his office, count his money and stay the hell cut of the locker 
room,'* Ellis went on 
When he heard what Ellis had to say it bothered him and it bothered him 
even more that no other player with the Yankees spoke up and said differently 
So Steinbrenner, who had been deeply involved with the actual running of the 
club last season, decided this year to back away and let club President Gabe 
Paul handle the day-to-day operation of the team Until he spoke to the Yankee 
players befon* Monday night ’s gam e in Detroit, Steinbrenner had set foot in the 
team ’s clubhouse only once in the last six weeks 
The only reason he did Monday was because Fran Healy the Yankees 
backup catcher and a player held in high esteem by Ins team m ates, had come 
over earlier in the day and asked Steinbrenner if he could speak with him 
"Certainly " said the Yankees' owner 
Healy proceeded to tell Steinbrenner that if he didn t become more involved 
if he didn t take an active part immediately in what rapidly was developing into 
a crisis the entire team would fall apart 
"I took it you guys felt that as an owner I was too evident 
Steinbrenner 
said 
"N o.’ answered Healy, "th at's not the way the guys fe-el at all that s only 
the way one guv felt, Dock Ellis To tell you the truth a lot of guvs on the team 
are disappointed in you because we think you're walking away from us when 
we need you most " 
Steinbrenner previously had told Paul he was leaving the decision whether or 
not to fire Manager Billy Martin strictly up to him Now after listening to Hea­ 
ly. Steinbrenner made up his mind to become involved in the Martin decision 
So he and Martin went up to his room Monday afternoon and Steinbrenner 


didn t pull any punches 
He told Martin the things which disappointed h m. things he fell were neces­ 
sary if the Yankees were going to win another American League championship 
He talked about some of the meetings with Paul that Martin had failed to at­ 
tend some of the phone calls from him he hadn t bothered returning 
When you re supposed to be at a meeting be there," Steinbrenner said 
V>hen Gabe Paul calls return his calls Managing isn’t only the nine innings 
vou re on the field it’s a lot more For nine innings in the ball game, you’re as 
good a manager as there is anywhere, and if you could ever bring yourself to do 
the other things there are to do you might just be one of the greatest managers 
of all time 
You know I want the job." Martin said "You know the Yankees are 
everything to me Even if I were fired I could never say one bad thing about 
the way von ve treated me or about the Yankees 
There w a s a knock on the door and it was Reggie Jackson who had been in­ 
volved in a skirmish with Martin Saturday at Boston 
Jackson cam e into the room, spoke on behalf of Martin 
Steinbrenner and Paul then went out to Tiger Stadium where the Yankee 
owner spoke privately to Thurman Munson and Jackson and began discovering 
there was m ore to the Y ankees’ problem than simply what had happened Satur­ 
day in Boston 
Subsequently Steinbrenner addressed the entire team, telling the players he 
had pu rp o se ly not involved himself before but was doing so now because he felt 
if he didn't all of them would wind up down the drain 
Steinbrenner touched on a number of things he felt were important, including 
rac ial disc rimination 
The color of a man s skin or where he goes to church never has been a part 
of my life and never will be-." he said to his players "I have to tell you guys I 
get plenty uptight when anybody connected with rne says he s being treated this 
wav or that wav because of his color or where he goes to church 
I don l ask you to love each other and don’t expect you to spend Christmas 
Eve together but gahdamn it. when you wear those pin stripes, you’re gonna 
pull together and respect each other 
Following that the decision was made to keep Martin It was Steinbrenner, 
not Paul who made the decision only after Martin was given a very clear un­ 
derstanding what he would have to do 
If he does it fine if not the Yankees will have themselves a new m anager 
I t s as simple as that

Jeffers retired the Raiders on six 
pitches in the first and Titchner threw 
only 13 pitches in recording three outs 
The All-Stars had a golden opportunity 
to break the game open in the second 
when Mel Bland beat out an infield hit 
On the first pitch to Lori Morehart. 
Bland was off and stole second 
Morehart moved Bland to third on a 
ground out and the All-Stars were sitting 
pretty. 
Beth Gile beat out another infield hit 
and was sacrificed to second by Lori 
Khtz. but Jeffers popped to short to end 
the inning 
The All-Stars, with help from the 
Raiders got two unearned runs in the 
third on three errors, two errors coming 
on one play 
Carmela Martinez was aboard on an 
error by shortstop Nicki Clark 
Lisa Boyer trving to sacrince Mar­ 
tinez to second, was safe at first when 
Titchner's throw was wide 
Both runners began to advance and 
Martinez scored when a throw from first 
base to third was wide Boyer ended up

It took a while but George Steinbrenner 
begins to whip the Yankees into shape

NEW YORK (U P I) — No matter what else you have- heard about him 
George Steinbrenner is perfectly human and has the same feelings as anybody 
else 
H** has been portrayed in some quarters as a completely coldblooded dispas­ 
sionate autocrat which he certainly is not At least I ve never found him that 
way and none of the Yankee players I ’ve ever talked to have either 
Being the way he is. a statement Dock Ellis had made before the Yankees 
traded him to the A s in April had an uncommon effect on him 
Ellis said that Steinbrenner, the Yankees’ principal owner 
liked the 
spotlight a lot and wanted to take the credit when the bam won 
I think he 
should stay up m his office, count his money and stay the hell out of the locker 
room 
Ellis went on 
When he heard what Ellis had to say it bothered him, and it bothered him 
even more that no other player with the Yankees spoke up and said differently 
So Steinbrenner who had been deeply involved with the actual running of the 
club last season, decided this year to back away and let club President Gabe 
Paul handle the day-to-day operation of the team Until he spoke to the Yankee 
players before Monday night’s game in Detroit, Steinbrenner had set foot in the 
team s clubhouse only once in the last six weeks 
The only reason he did Monday was because Fran Healv, the Yankees' 
backup catcher and a player held in high esteem by his teammates had come 
over earlier in the day and asked Steinbrenner if he could speak with him 
“ Certainly 
said the Yankees’ owner 
Healy proceeded to tell Steinbrenner that if he didn’t become more involved, 
if he didn t take an active part immediately in what rapidly was developing into 
a crisis, the entire team would fall apart 
“ I took it you guys felt that as an owner I was too evident,’ Steinbrenner 
said 
“ No.’ answered Healy, “ that s not the way the guys feel at all that s only 
the way one guv felt Dock Ellis To tell you the truth, a lot of guys on the team 
are disappointed in you because we think you’re walking away from us when 
we need you most." 
Steinbrenner previously had told Paul he was leaving the decision whether or 
not to fire Manager Billy Martin strictly up to him Now after listening to Hea­ 
ly, Steinbrenner made up his mind to become involved in the Martin decision 
So he and Martin went up to his room Monday afternoon and Steinbrenner 
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didn t pull any punches 
He told Martin the things which disappointed h m things he felt were neces­ 
sary if the Yankees were going to win another American League championship 
He talked about some of the meetings with Paul that Martin had failed to at- 
'end, some of the phone calls from him he hadn’t bothered returning 
“ When vou re supposed to be at a meeting be there. 
Steinbrenner said 
When Gabe Paul calls, return his calls Managing isn’t only the nine innings 
you're on the field it's a lot more For nine innings in the ball game, you're as 
good a manager as there is anywhere, and if you could ever bring yourself to do 
the other things there are to do you might just be one of the greatest managers 
of all time 
You know I want the job. 
Martin said “ You know the Yankees are 
everything to me Even if 1 were fired, 1 could never say one bad thing about 
the way vou ve treated me or about the Yankees ’’ 
There was a knock on the door and it was Reggie Jackson, who had been in­ 
volved in a skirmish with Martin Saturday at Boston 
Jackson came into the room, spoke on behalf of Martin 
Steinbrenner and Paul then went out to Tiger Stadium where the Yankee 
owner spoke privately to Thurman Munson and Jackson and began discovering 
there was more to the Yankees problem than simply what had happened Satur­ 
day in Boston 
Subsequently. Steinbrenner addressed the entire team, telling the players he 
had purposely not involved himself before but was doing so now because he felt 
if he didn't all of them would wind up down the drain 
Steinbrenner touched on a number of things he felt were important, including 
racial discrimination 
The color of a man’s skin or where he goes to church never has been a part 
of my life and never will be,’ he said to his players “ I have to tell you guys I 
get plenty upt ight when anybody connected with me says he’s being treated this 
way or that way because of his color or where he goes to church. 
I don’t ask you to love each other and don’t expect you to spend Christmas 
Eve together but gahdamn it, when you wear those pin stripes, you’re gonna 
pull together and respect each other." 
Following that the decision was made to keep Martin It was Steinbrenner, 
not Paul who made the decision only after Martin was given a very clear un­ 
derstanding what he would have to do 
If he does it fine; if not, the Yankees will have themselves a new manager 
It's as simple as that

P O L L Y 'S P R O B L E M 


D E A R P O L L Y — I would like to know if there is any 
way to get rust spots out of a carpet 
My Pointer is one to remember for the coming winter 
I found that during the cold weather one can keep the 
toes warmer by cutting the toe part out of an old pair of 
nylons < about three inches back of the toe part i and then 
wear these over your regular hose Also keeping one s 
closet doors shut to shut out heat is a great help You 
will be surprised how cool the closet is when the door is 
opened — T H ELM A 


D E A R T H E LM A — You failed to say what your 


carpet it made of so any suggestions must necessarily 
be very “ iffy” . Usually rust stains in carpet require the 
services of a professional. Some homemade “ tries“ can 
be hazardous so proceed with great caution and no great 
hopes. 
The America Carpet Institute tells us that in some 


rare cases a detergent-vinegar-water solution may be 
successful. One teaspoon of a neutral detergent (such as 
used for fine fabrics) and one teaspoon of W H IT E 
vinegar in a quart of warm water would be applied with 
a clean cloth and blotted up with another. This may haw 
to be repeated or can be followed by the use of a dry 
cleaning fluid if necessary. If possible raise the carpet 
with the spots and put a towel under it until dry An elec 
trie fan will hasten the drying as one must be careful of 
soaking the carpet back and then having another 
problem - P O LLY . 


D E A R P O L L Y — We save our empty potato chip cans and

L a g o m a r s i n o 
s t r o n g l y 
criticized the decision of the 
Coast Guard this week to route 
loaded Alaskan oil tankers 
through the Santa Barbara 
Channel and we join in the 
strong criticism. 
It was only last January that 
the U.S. Coast Guard had 
proposed that the loaded 
tankers, tra vel ing from 
Valdez, Alaska to Southern 
California, be routed outside 
the Santa Barbara Channel 


However, for whatever 
reason, the 11th District Com­ 
mander Admiral Robert Price 
told the Santa Barbara County 
board of supervisors only last 
week that the Coast Guard had 
changed its mind 


The admiral concludes that 
there is not a current or 
projected ship traffic problem 
in the channel and the addition 
of two tankers a day will not 
create one. 


Now, ordinarily, the Coast 
Guard knows what it is doing 
and what it is saying. But we 
join with the congressman in 
calling his conclusion “ short­ 
sighted.” 
As Congressman Lagomar­ 
sino states: 
“ We're talking 
about 700,000 barrels of oil a 
day moving through an ob­ 
stacle course of offshore oil 
platforms, fishing boats, 
pleasure craft and other com- 
m e r c i a l f r e i g h t e r s and 
tankers. Only last Thursday, 
Interior 
Secretary Cecil 
Andrus announced there will 
be more drilling in the chan­ 
nel I don’t see how’ he can con­ 
clude there won't be a 
problem.” 
Congressman Lagomarsino 
currently has a bill pending 
requiring the tankers carrying 
the 
Alaskan oil 
to pass 
seaward 
of 
the Channel 
Islands. He will request that 
hearings begin next month. 
That's none too soon

18-wheel trucks you encounter on the 
highways may be driven by men who are 
physically 
fatigued 
from too many 
hours on the road 
A pounding traetor-trailer with an ex­ 
hausted man at the wheel, is a menace to 
the other traffic The grim statistics in­ 
dicate that the accident he may cause 
will kill 30 auto pas­ 
sengers 
for every 
trucker who dies 
Yet 
the trucking 
companies, plagued bv 
higher gas prices and 
lower speed limits, 
are driving their semi­ 
trailers slower and 
their men harder We 
have been bombarded 
with complaints from 
truck drivers who 
claim they’re working 
15-hour days and 70- 
hour weeks 
This is permitted, incredibly, by an­ 
tiquated government regulations Some 
companies push their drivers to the ex­ 
haustion point, a practice known in 
trucking c irc le s as “ maximum 
utilization 
"They wring every ounce of work from 
you." a North Carolina driver told our 
reporter, Tony Capaccio “ For every 70- 
hour week you log in, it might have ac­ 
tually taken 100 hours to accumulate “ 
Complained another veteran of the 
road "They don t give you a chance to 
be rested I was in the Korean War and 
had more time to myself than now 
Spokesmen for the trucking industry 
said the economic impact would be 
ruinous" if the government should limit 
the work week of truck drivers There is 
no evidence. they contend, that the long 
hauls pose a safety threat They cite 
studies indicating that most trucking ac­ 
cidents occur in the first three hours of a 
shift 
This, however, is questioned by Tran­ 
sportation Department experts, who are 
worried about weariness on the 
highways 
WATCH ON WASTE Some 165 postal 
supervisors with nothing better to do. 
have been shadowing postmen on their 
routes The supervisors have been in­ 
structed to walk behind the postmen, 
presumably at a discreet distance, to 
evaluate the length of postal routes 
Thus, on some selected routes, 
householders have been getting two 
postal employes for the price of one "This 
has not 
unfortunately improved mail 
services 
Hut it has given 165 super­ 
visors, who had been declared surplus 
something to do 
First 
the excess supervisors were 
hustled off to Norman. Okla . for tram 
ing in route examination Then they were 
flown to scattered towns to follow 
postmen around

Bergen 


to Oslo 


After the delightful afternoon digging 
up "Roots" in Olen we left for Bergen on 
a hvdrofoil This is a twin-hulled ship 
that rides along on top of the water when 
it gets up to top speed and I must say it 
does go fast We wound our way >n and 
out of myriad rocky islands that dot the 
coastline and in open sea. making an oc­ 
casional stop to let off people going home 
from work in Haugcsund The trip took 
three hours even at a speed we estimated 
to be about 40 knots 
Bergen is Norway's second city; 
beautiful, busy, flourishing and full of in­ 
teresting things to see and do We took 
the city tour, as we had done in every 
city of any size we had visited, finding 
that we saw more in a short time and 
learned much more than otherwise about 
the history of the city The outstanding 
place for me. naturally, was the visit to 
the home of Edvard Grieg, the composer 
and musician, at Trollhaugen. which 
means "hill of the trolls 
Right around the corner from our 
hotel on the waterfront, we discovered a 
huge open air m arket 
Here the 
fishermen sell the freshly caught fish, 
the flower growers have booths filled 
with cut flowers and potted plants and 
others sell trinkets, sealskin boots or 
souvenirs I have no idea how early this 
market got under way but by noon the 
booths were down, the fish heads and 
tails were gone, the area was hosed down 
and you would never know it had been 
there 
Seeing all those freshly caught fish 
made me veam to have a hot pan handy 
to cook a few If one is a fish lover. 
Norway is the place to be 
Even at 
breakfast several kinds of smoked or 
pickled small fish 
herring mackerel, 
etc 
are available My stomach is not 
ready for this kind of fare in the morn­ 
ing 
The next leg ot our journey was a long 
one. 14 hours to Oslo. At eight o’clock 
our coastal steamer left the dock and 
cruised down the fjord past offshore 
drilling rigs being constructed and three 
LNG (liquid natural gas) tankers, two 
tmished and the other in the last stages. 
The odd part of this situation is that here 
are the tankers 
waiting to haul the 
product, but there is no port built in the 
I nited States where they can deliver 
their cargo W e are still holding hearings 
and arguing about whether they shall be 
built in California or not and Pi Concep­ 
tion is one of the sites under considera­ 
tion In mv estimation thev could not 
pick a wors*« spot because of the rough 
seas there 
North we went 
passing in between 
more rocky islands and by more fjords 
until w« entered the Sognefjord perhaps 
the second longest in Norway Most of 
the wav the mountains rise directly out 
of the water but occasionally there is a 
little bit of land that ran grow a plot of 
vegetables or provide enough grass to 
teed a goat or some sheep Norway is a 
very sparsely settled country 
< 41 * 
million i except for the cities, of which 
there are perhaps five of any size There 
are so many mountains there is little 
room for anything else' There is no snow 
on these mountains but off in the dis­ 
tance you can see the higher ranges 
which are snow covered Like California, 
thev had a sparse snowfall last winter 
Our steamer made three or tour stops at 
small villages to let off passengers and 
take on mail but the exciting stops were 
made in mid-fjord to exchange pas- 
sengers with steamers going the opposite 
way The transfer took only five minutes 
or so then oft we went 
The destination of our steamer was 
Flam where we hauled off our luggage 
which seemed to be getting heavier and 
more numerous again, and waited for the 
little electric local train which would 
take us up the mountains to Myrdal 
Here we would catch the main Bergen to 
Oslo train This trip of about an hour is 
highly touted as one of singular beauty 
and so it is 
Spectacular waterfalls 
everywhere '.now still on the ground in 
many places frozen lakes and views of 
f lords and mountains It would have been 
even more beautiful it the sun had been 
shining but we got little sunshine on our 
whole trip so we didn’t even notice the 
lack of it 
The train to Oslo is modern, fast and 
comfortable, with a good diner 
The 
trains in our country don t go in for that 
kind of thing anymore, unfortunately 
Nor do thev run on time In Europe you 
can set your watch by the arrivals and 
departures of the trains Hut 1 digress 
We discovered there ran be some draw­ 
backs to a fast tram on a curvy route 
While e if mg dinner and later on during 
our bridge game two glasses of wine 
overturned while going around the 
curves The cards were getting a tut dog­ 
eared anyway but this was the coup de 
grace for them so they got dumped in 
Oslo 
We finally arri\**d at the picturesque 
Norwegian capital, rollected our 
luggage a tedious and exasperating ex 
perience, got packed into a taxi again 
and went to our hotel This would be 
home for us for five days while we at­ 
tended the International Press Institute 
Assembly It was a relief to know that 
we didn t have to get up ihe next morn­ 
ing pack our bags one more time and 
take off again Time to relax take a deep 
breath (lots of dean air herei, get the 
laundry done plus real good baths and 
showers Also I was excited about the in­ 
teresting people I would be meeting, 
perhaps -.eeing some old newspaper 
friends and the prospect of thinking 
about something oiher than sightseeing 
We were beginning to tire ot the constant 
traveling and occasionally one of us 
would wonder how our garden would look 
w hen we got hack home We were horses 
heading tor the barn'
